TWO DELICATE CASES. 
BY JAMES PAYN. 


If you have never read my work—Dr. Dor- 
her’s masterpiece, as lam tolditis termed 
by the profession—upon the skin, in connec- 
tion with the interesting subject of tattoo- 
ing, you had better get it, because the book 
is becoming excecdinuly rare. I may say 
without vanity thatit is far the best mono- 
graph on the subject that exists, for it is the 
only one, Oinerse—hundreds of others— 
have written, of course, upon skin diseases. 
Indeed, the question I found myseif putting 
to myself on commencing practice in Lon- 
don as an expert in that branch of the heal- 
ing art, was, ‘*What have they not written 
avout?’ There are nowadays but two 
methods of gettingone’s name known and 
estabiishing a medical reputation in Lon- 
don; oneis by tak’ne a house in Mayfair 
with an immense aoorplate, and setting up 
a brougham and pair in which 
yo sit well forward, and are 
drtven rapidiy as if you haa nota mo- 
merit to lose; the other is by the publication 
ofsome exhaustive treatise, with colored 
plates. Most of these lasi, though often 
striking (indeed, once seen, you will never 
forget them), aretothe unprofessional eye 
by no means attractive, andit was not my 
ovject to recommend myself to the profes- 
sion only. In-tead, therefore, of any glow- 
ing account ofthe nature of carbunc es, or 
genial essay on port wine marks I devoted 
myself tothe comparatively unknown but 
picturesque subject of tattooing. 

It wus not, it must be owned, one of very 

eneral application, but it had some general 

nterest, andif Ouly that cvulu be aroused 
and concentrated upon Nicholas Dormer, his 
fu'ure would be assured. 

I had the honor of being the first man to 
introduce to the public (through the columns 
of the Medieai Mercury) the case of Matthew 
Stevadore, the mo t highly colored and ar- 
tistically executed individual known to 
science. He had been made prisoner in 
Chinese Tartary and sentenced to be put to 
death, but hie punisoment had been com- 
muted (or extended) tu tattooing. Five others 
suffered with bim, but he was the only sur- 
vivor of the operatiou, which combined the 
horrors of sitiiug for one’s portiait and 
vivisection. The victim was held faat by 
four strong men, while a fifih, the artist, 
worked away upon him with a split reed, 
likea steel pen,for hours. At the end of 
three months he was considered finished,and 
would doubtless have been “hung upon the 
line’’ if the Chinese Tartars had had a 
Royal Academy in which to exhibit him. 

The pigments used are doubtful; it is cer- 
tain they were not powdered charcoal, gun- 

‘ powder, or cinnabur, the colors used by our 
native artists, (chieilly mariue) for the same 
purpose, inasmuch as **none of the particles 
remained entanged in the mesherof the 
true skin (corium),” or “tb+-came encap- 
suled”’ (see artic e in Medica] Meicury) “in 
the nearest lymphatic glands.’’ One must 
co: clude that the work was per'ormed by 
the simple agency of the juice of plauts. Yet 
the effect priduced was perfect ‘So it 
ought to be,” povr Matthew used to say with 
a groan of reminiscence, when compli- 
mented upovu his personal appearance. 
Indeed, [have no doubt that the operation 
hurt him very much. If he haa known that 
he was going to be a contribution to science, 
or even to have formed the subject of an ar- 
ticle in the Mercurv, he might, perhaps, have 
borne up better. Butas it was, those con- 
solatory refl ctions were deni+d him. He had 
only the si isfaction of feeling that, if he 
survived, he would be the best illustrated 
man in Chinese Tartary. 

He looked, when in Nature’s garb, as 
though the whole of bis body was tightly 
envel ped in a robe of the richest wevormg 
From the crown of his head to the tips of his 
toes he was covered with dark blue figures 
of p'auts and animals, inthe interspaces of 
which were written characters (testimonials, 
forali | know) in blue and red. The hands 
were tattooed on both surfaces, but only 
with inscriptions; probably a condensed bi- 
ography of the artist himself, with a cata- 
logue of his other works. The blue figures 
stopped sport at the insteps, vut the tattoo- 
ing was contiaued on the feet ia scarl et to 


the roots of the nails. Through 
the very hair of the scalp 
and beard could be seen ‘“‘designs’’ in 


blue. On the whole body there was no fewer 
than 388 figure-; apes, cats, tigers, eagles, 
storks, swans, elephants, crocodiles, snakes, 
fish, lions, snails, and men and women; of 
inavimate objects, such as fruits, flowers, 
leaves, and bows and arrows, there was also 
a lavish suppl ; and upon his forehead on 
each side were two pantbers ‘‘regardant’?’— 
that is, looking down with admiration (as 
well they migh') upon this interesting and 
uLrivaled collection. 

Such were the attractions of my honest 
friend, Matthew Stevadore,who made a good 
deal of money by the exhibition of them in 
Vienna, where I went on purpose to see him. 
It may certainly be said of him, if anybody, 
that “‘we shail never look upon the like 
again.’’ It bas beeu remarked that “beauty 
is only skin deep,” but in his case it was, at 
all events, more iasting than usual. If it was 
nota oy forever,’’ he retained it as long as 
he lived.

Democrat. The Doctor replies toa similar 
interview of Col. J. C. Normiie, in which the 
insanity pleais discussed with especial ref- 
erence to Baber’s case, and itis claimed by 
the attorney that the plea in Baber’s case 
was put forward without cause. Dr. Stevens 
combats this opinion, and says in answer 


to a question in regard to the executed 
murderer’s insanity, “I have no hesit gion 
in saying that the case is one in whic - 
honestly believe the extreme penalty of the 
law ought not to have been inflicted. 

A Post-DIsPATCH reporter called on Mr. 
J. CG. Normuile at his office this morning. 


“Yes,” said Col. Normile, “I have 
read the interview, and the 
points of difference between myseif 


and the Doctor are very slight. I entertain 
the highest respect, not only for Dr. Stevens 

integrity, but for bis superior knowledge in 
questions of the diseases of the brain, in 
which I consider him the equal of anybody 
in the country.’’ 

‘*W bat are the points of difference?’’ 

‘Dr. Stevens nas been misled in a way that 
isvery natural. The mistakes of experts Is 
simply attributable to the fact that, in m Ost 
instances, they have gone into what Herbert 
Spencer would call the domain of the °‘un- 
knowable.*? They have undertaken the re- 
markable feat of bringing the present *‘un- 
knowable’? within the mapped do- 
main of science. As y said 
in my previous interview, the mind is still 
beyond our reach, and any attempt to in- 
vestigate its workings must result in mis- 
takes. Physicians can tell a diseased organ 
when they examine it, but in most cases it is 
only after death that they can tell whether 
the brain is healthy or not. About the mind 
itvelf, we are still in uncertainty.” 

‘You think the doctor has been misled?” 
“Yes. Hisstatement is exceedingly fair 
and candid. He has been misled by state- 
ments made in court by lawyers as to the 
fact that Baber had at any time an epileptic 
fit. Acareful reading of the depositions 
taken in Virginia exciudes the 
eXistence of epileptic fits even 
immediately after the _ fail, which 
occurred in Baber’s boyhood, and from 
which the cranial injury resulted. Dr. 
Stevens had no opportunity of reading these 
depositions carefully, and doubtless has been 
led into this mistake by one fit, which the 
boy is said to have had while being correct- 
ed, which fit was really one of bad and vVio- 
lent temper, and which is really the only de- 
fined fit in the case.” 

‘*This was not an epileptic fit?” 

“No. As Dr. Stevens knows, there are 
many fits, harmless in themselves, which can 
only be distinguished from an epileptic fit 
by a person of suflicient experience to be 


able to make what is known as a 
differential diagnosis. In the brief 
to which Dr. Stevens refers 


no testimony of any expert or doctor is given 
evenin substance. tt consists of a few 
isolated sentences, witbout pretending to 
give the testimony as elicited 1n court, and 
this is another reason why the doctor 18 mis- 
led. Thefuil testimony is still in existence 
as taken by stenographers, and will be out 
ia this statement of mine. My present 
recollection of Dr. Stevens’ testimony is that 
it was as guarded and correct asit could be 
under the circumstances, and the partial er- 
rors to which I had reference in my former 
interview inthe G!lobe-Democrat were not 
intended to char acterize him. There was, 
however, some reckless medical testimony in 
the case.” > 

‘You are still of the opinion that Baber’s 
injuries did not affect his brain?’’ 

‘*Allleading writers on surgery relating 
to crarial injuries, and especiaily that dis- 
tinguished Knoglishman who was knighted 
for lis ability, hold the view that when there 
has been any cranial injury, in which 
any part of the skull infringes or presses on 
or laceratesthe brain, fits will unvariably 
follow until the pressure is removed, 
as is usually dore in the operation 
of trephining. The principal danger 
of cranial injuries bappening in _  boy- 
hood is that the sutures, or saw-like edges, 
by which ‘the four parts of the skull are 
joined, and which are never perfectly closed 
until adult ave, are likely not to ciose per- 
fectiy, if the injury should be situated so as to 
prevent the closing. This might happen, 
iftheinjury healed up and became hard, 
preventing the natural expansion of the brain 
and cramping the growth of the skull. But 
Baber’s brain and skuil were of proper size 
in proportion to his body. Therefore, the 
injurv which occurred in boyhood resulted 
neither’ in pressure on the  Obrain, 
norin any arrest of development. This is a 
lovical deduction from the teachings of the 
best writers on cranial injuries, aud is the 
reason why [Insisted so strongly on these 
points before the jury.’”’ 

‘You are still of the opinion that there was 
no reason for delaying the sentence ?’’

TWO DELICATE CASES. 


BY JAMES PAYN. 


If you have never read my work—Dr. Dor- 
ner’s masterpiece, asl am tolditis termed 
by the profession—upon the skin, in connec- 
tion with the interesting subject of tattoo- 
ing, you had better get it, because the book 
is becoming excecdinuly rare. I may say 
without vanity thatit is far the best mono- 
graph on the subject that exists, for it is the 
only one, Ovners—hundreds of others— 
have written, of course, upon skin diseases. 
Indeed, the question I found myseif putting 
to myself on commencing practice in Lon- 
don as an expert iv that branch of the heal- 
ing art, was, ‘*What have they not written 
avout?’ There are nowadays but two 
methods of gettingone’s name known and 
estabiishing a medical reputation in Lon- 
don; one is by tak'nae a house in Mayfair 
with an immense aoorplate, and setting up 
a brougham and pair in which 
yo sit well forward, and are 
drtven rapidiy as if you haa nota mo- 
meuit to lose; the other is by the publication 
ofsome exhaustive treatise, with colored 
plates. Most of these lasi, though often 
striking (indeed, once seen, you will never 
forget them), aretothe unprofessional eye 
by no Meads attractive, and it was not my 
Ovject to recommend myself to the profes- 
siun only. In-tead, therefore, of any glow- 
ing account ofthe mature of carbunc es, or 
genial essay on port wine marks I devoted 
myself tothe comparatively unknown but 

- picturesque subject of tattooing. 

It wus not, it must be owned, one of very 
eneral application, but it had some general 
nterest, and if Ouly that coula be aroused 

and concentrated upon Nicholas Dormer, his 
fu'ure would be assured. : 

I had the honor of being the first man to 
introduce to the public (through the columns 
of the Medieai Mercury) the case of Matthew 
Stevadore, the mo t highly colored and ar- 
tistically executed individual known to 
science. He had been made prisoner in 
Chinese Tartary and sentenced to be put to 
death, but his punisoment had been com- 
muted (or extended) tu tattooing. Five others 
suffered with bim, but he was the only sur- 
vivor of the operatiou, which combined the 
horrors of sitiiug for one’s portiait and 
vivisection. Tne victim was held faat by 
four strong men, while a fifih, the artist, 
worked away upon him with a split reed, 
like a steel pen,for hours. At the end of 
three months he was considered finished,and 
would agoubtless have been ‘hung upon the 
line’’ if the Chinese Tartars had had a 
Royal Academy in which to exhibit him. 

The pigments used are doubtful; it is cer- 
tain they were not powdered charcoal, gun- 

owder, or cinnabur, the colors used by our 
native artists, (chieily mariue) for the same 
purpose, inasmuch as **none of the particles 
remained entanged in the mesherof the 
true skin (corium),” or “‘b+ecame encap- 
suled” (see artic e in Medical Meicury) “in 
the nearest lymphatic glands.’’ One must 
co: clude tbat the work was per ormed by 
the simple agency of the juice of plauts. Yet 
the effect prvduced was perfect “So it 
ought to be,” povr Matthew used to say with 
a groan of reminiscence, when compli- 
mented upou his personal appearance. 
Indeed, Ihave no doubt that the operation 
hurt him very much. If he haa known that 
he was going to be a contribution to science, 
or even to have formed the subject of an ar- 
ticle in the Mercury, he might, perhaps, have 
borne up better. But as it was, those con- 
solatory refl ctions were deni+d him. He had 
only the 81 isfaction of feeling that, if he 
survived, he would be the besi illustrated 
man in Chinese Tartary. 

He looked, when in Nature’s garb, as 
though the whole of bis body was tightly 

envel ped in a robe of the richest webbing 
From the crown of his head to the tips of his 
toes he was covered with dark blue figures 
of p/auts and animals, inthe interspaces of 
which were written characters (testimonials, 
forali | know) in blue and red. The hands 
Were tattooed on both surfaces, but only 
with inscriptions; probably a condensed bi- 
ography of the artist himself, with a cata- 
logue of his other works. The blue figures 
stopped sbort at the insteps, vut the tattoo- 
ing Was contiaued on the feet iu scarl et to 


the roots of the nails. Through 
the very hair of the &calp 
and beard could be seen “designs’’ in 
blue. On the whole body there was no fewer 


than 3SS figure-; apes, cats, tigers, eagles, 
storks, swans, elephants, crocodiles, snakes, 
fish, lions, snails,and men and women; of 
Inapimate objects, such as fruits, flowers, 
leaves, and bows and arrows, there was also 
a lavish suppl ; and upon his forehead on 
each side were two pantbers ‘“tregardant?’— 
that is, looking down with admiration (as 
well they migh') upon this interesting and 
uLrivaled coilection. 

Such were the attractions of my honest 
friend, Matthew Stevadore,who made a good 
deal of money by the exhibition of them in 
Vienna, where I went on purpose to see him. 
It may certainly be said of him, if anybody, 
that “‘we shail never look upon the like 
again.’’ It has beeu remarked that “beauty 
is only skin deep,” but in bis case it was, at 
all events, more tasting than usual. If it was 
not a the forever,’’ he retained it as long as 
he lived. 

Of course I incorporated my notes in the 
Me cury upou this case—after what had been 
written upon him, Matthew didn’t care two- 
pence what had been written about him—in 
my work apes tattooing, which also con- 
tained a full-length portrait of him in colors. 
It had an immense success, but strange to 
say, did not increase—that is, commence— 
ar penne) practice. I published an- 
other book ofa more scientific kind, with 
the same result; that is to say, it bad none. 
It was toleravly sucvessful as medica] works 
go—it Cost the author not more than £50 or
